is #@ COMMON expression — thivsr daye 
among those interested in home bulla- 
jing. ‘They imply that casemenis are 
‘something now In architecture, and but 
few of thelr listeners realize that the | 
| history of casement windows in archi- | 
tectural design is largely the history of 
windows in general 

The casement window is the earli- 
esi type of movable window Hinged | 
1 pivoted on the sides, it was flung 
open when alr was noeded Its early 
beginnings were crude, and weather 
protection was scant for the Joints were 
not tight. 

Small Panes Artistic 

Panes of giass in these windows 
were necessarily small, for the early 
glass workers had not learned the art 
of making glass in large sheets, The 
smaller panes of giass, however, were 
more artistic in appearance, and the | 
old master architects and bulkiers were 
nol unmindful of this fact, Narrow 
muntins and small panes added im- 
measurably to the general effect. This 
was true Whether the windows were in 
a chureh or cottage 

Some of the older Prencu mansion 
contain fine examples of the use of 
jcasements, “French windows” sitll 
have thetr place in architecture, These | 
are alwaya of the casement type, the 
opening, as a rule, extending lo the 
floor, 

The English, however, deVeloped the | 
application of the casement window 
to such an extent that they are cited 
as authorities in this type of design 
Tt is interesting to note that the FEng- 
lish craftamen employed meta) in thelr 
windows long before it was «¢ nerally | 
used in building ‘construction, The 
use of metal casements with pivoted | 
hinges, indeed, dates back to the fouy- 
teenth century. 

Today as one journeys 
land charming sear pla os of casement, 
window installations may be seen 
many of them built during the fif- 
teenth century. ‘These windows are | 
still serviceable, although their design | 
ls crude and their ability to resist 
weatyer impaired. 

A characteristic feature of the Tudor 
home is the square headed, mullioned | 
casement, Previous to the time of | 
Elizabeth and the Jacobean house 
the windows were arched or pointed 
showing the ecclesiastical influence | 
upon thelr design. | 

Development and Refinement 

The casement windows ar found 
not only in the stately Tudor manor 
houses, but also in many of the more 
unpretentious dwellings of the gentry 
and tradespeople | 

The modern stee] castment is but 
a development and refinement of the 
old metal casement of the Tudor day 
While it retains myth of the beauty 
of the old time casement, modern 
manufacturers have made much !m- 
provement in {ts construction It fe 
sturdy. durable, easy of operation. To 
day it is weather-tight, whereas the 
older examples were not alWays 60 
One notable featuré of the casement 
window is that the whole window may 
be thrown open for ventilation, 

From the- earliest beginnings of | 
architectural history the casemen'| 
window has had a highly prized and 
honored place in design, and with 
the modern improvements in construc: |
